TOWN COUNCIL. 
Uouncil Chamber, 
May 8rd, 1909. 
Council met in regular session on Mon- 
day evening, Mayor 
chair. 

Present—Reeve Ruttan and Councillors 
Gibbard, Bogart, Alexander, Steacy, Bur- 
rows, Kimmerly. 

The minutes of the last regular session 
were read and adopted. 

A communication was read from CO. H. 
Finkle, Newburgh, stating that owing to 
the bad state of the York road, within the 
municipality, he found it impossible to ran 
his car without serious damage. He asked 
that the road be repaired by the council. 
Referred to the Streeta Committee with 
power to act. 

A communication was read from 8. C. 
Denison stating that he was putting ins 
cement walk in front of his store, fourteen 
feet wide and fifty-six feet long, at his own 
expense. He also agreed to furnish the 
ballast, laid down on the street, if the coun- 
cil would build a cement waik in front of 
his property, 132 feet frontage, and would 
also draw the stone, if the council will 
farnish the cement and build the walk. 

Referred to the Streets Committee to re- 
port. 

A communication was read from R. OC. 
Cartwright re dumping of refuse from Gas 
Houee into the river. Mr. Cartwright said 
he was not emptying tar or any other waste 
products in the river. The communication 
also stated that if the gentlemen who are 
instrumental ia trying to hamper the Gas 
Company would direet their surplas 
energies to devising some plan by which 
the pollution of the town water supply, and 
the river sewerage, can be eradicated, they 
would be conferring a besefit on the general 
public, that would resound greatly to their 
credit. Communication fyled.

The Street Committee, to whom was re- 
ferred the tenders for cement, reported re- 
commending that new tenders be asked for, 

Moved by Reeve Ruttan and Councillor 
Alexander that the tender submitted by 
Boyle & Son be accepted, Carried. 

The question of the impounding of cattle 
was introduced by Coun, Burrows. He 
atated no place had been procured by the 
town to be used as a pound, owing to the 
fact that more rental was asked by the 
owners of the property used last season 

The motion appointing Ira Jaynes to 
look after etray cattle, passed at the last 
meetiog was rescinded, 

‘he Street Committee were given power 
to make the Lest possible arrangomenta for 
the establishment of a pound, 

A by-law was passed providing for the 
raising of $5000 to meet the current ex- 
penses of the town. 

A by-law respecting egress from public 
buildicgs was introduced and given its se- 
cond reading, and will probably receive its 
final reading at the next seasion of council 

Moved by Conn. Bogart, seconded by 
Coan, Gibbard, that By-Laws Nos. 786 and 
805, passed by the council in 1908-9, for 
levying an assessment upon the rateable 
property of the town for the purposes set 
forth in said by-laws, be referred to the 
Printing and By-Laws Committee to set 
forth the facts concerning said by-laws and 
obtain the legal opinion of an independent 
counsel as to their legality, and the right 
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make seizures for enforcing the payment of 
taxed Carried. 

Mr. H. V. Fralick was granted permiss- 
ion to lay building material on Adelphi 
street, under usual conditions. 

W. T. Gibbard was also granted permiss- 
ion to lay building material on Dundas St. 

Councillor Kimmerly called the attention 
of the council to the fact that strangers 
were doing a house to house canvas io 
town, selling dry goods, etc., to the detri- 
ment of our own merchants, and were only 
taxed the sum of $1.00 for the privilege. 
He was of the opinion that this was hardly 
fair to our merchants. 

The matter was referred to the Printing 
and By-Laws Committee to have the by- 
law so altered as to put a stop to thie kind 
of trading. On motion of Councillors 
Alexander and Barrows M. B. Mille was 
given tke position of looking after the 
swing bridge at the same salary as last 
year, namely $30.00.

Woman Raises Peppermint for Oil 
—Price Varies Between $1 and 
$5 a Pound. 


In the southwestern part of the 
State of Michigan lives a woman 
who earns a livelihood by conduct- 
ing a farm of unique type—the rais- 
ing of peppermint. Forty acres are 
under cultivation, and each yields 
annually a profit of 840, and oftem 
half again as much when the price 
of peppermint oi! rises, says Har- 
pers Weekly. lit fluctuates be- 
tween $1 and $5 w pound, but the 
product may generally be held for a 


favorable price. 


BEST LAND SWAMP. 


|HER PEPPERMINT FA 
The best land for a peppermint 
farm is reclaimed swamp land, al- 
though any low ground that is sufli- 
ciently fertile will answer the pur- 
pose. wvery five years the crop 
should be changed, or eise the 
peppermint will exhaust the soil to 
such an extent that a profitable 
yleld cannot be obtained. Fifty 
pounds of oil to the acre may gen- 
efally be produced for each of tour 
consecutive years trom the first cut- 
ting of the peppermint hay, and 
usually there is a second cutting, 
which adds ten pounds more.

| Peppermint is grown from rodvts, 
; Which are pianted in furrows three 
feet apart, after the soil has been 
ideeply plowed and carefully har-

‘two feet in length, are placed in 
the furrow so as to form a continu- 
;ous line. The plantiag is done by 
‘hand, the roots being carried in a 
bag and immediately covered over 
as soon as they are Jaid in the fur- 
row, lest their moisture evaporate. 
When the mint began to shoct 
above the ground it must be weed- 
ed, or else the hay and the result- 
ing oil will be filled with impuri- 
ties.

Construction of This Lighthouse 
Was a Great Engineering

Giving warning of the perils of 
one of the most dangerous coasis 
on the lakes, the Kock of Ages 
lighthouse and fog signal will go 
into commission for their first full 
season at the opening of naviga- 
tion this spring. In course of con- 
struction since May, 1907, these no- 
table aides to navigation were com- 
pleted only last October and there- 
after did duty until the advent of 
snow and ice forced the shipping 
to tie up for the winter.

Currenis of Smeke—Air Driven

A new type of acroplane is to be 
tried at Wyveulioe, iu bssex, Kng- 
laud, it is the imveniion of Mr.

Mahogany.

Europe were heavy purchasers of 
mahogany from the West Indies, 
Honduras and Mexico.

Sinking fund of $1,675,000, leaves a 
Lalance of 346,000,000 approximately 
which will be added to the net debt of 
Canada for the year ending 31st Marsch, 
190%,

The Finance Minister referred to the 
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fact that this addition to the public

000,000 as a free gift to the Canadian 
Pacific in addition to the $25,000,000 
{ cash and the completed road. 

He made a criticism on certain tem- 
porary loans Mr. Fielding had negotiat 
ed since 1896—forgetting to say that 
all these loans had been duly paid cff, 
aod formed uo part of the public deb: 
He also forgot that when finance 
minister be made loans under the sawe 
condition aod for precisely the same 
purposes, 

He stated that the Liberal party 
came into power upon the promise to 
reduce the taxation—foryetting that 
the public records show that the Li- 
beral party came into power upon tie 
promise to devise a tariff which would 
produre &@ revenue, gud that they de- 
vised such a policy, and reduced the 
rate of taxation. 

He referred many times to the 
foreign lender—forgetting that the al- 
leged foreign lender is an Englishman. 

He criticized the expenditures of to- 
day and compared them with whiat 
they were in 1896—forgetting that 
greater expenditures are a natural con- 
sequence of larger growth and greater 
developement. He al-o forgot that 
while this Government spends more 
money they have it to spend, while it 
was his misfortune when finance 
minister to borrov money to pay the 
ordinary expenses of the Government. 

He alluded to the public lands nor 
being given to thes settler--implying 
that the Government had neglected the 
settler and favored the speculator— 
forgetting that under Conservative 
rule there were 46,000,000 acres of 
land alienated to others than settlers, 
and only 7,900,000 acres given to sett- 
lers, while the Liberal Government 
since coming into power has never 
given an acre to a railway company, 
but has disposed of over 35,000,000 
acres to homesteadtrs 6.nce coming in- 
to power. 

He chided the finauce minister for 
extravagance in the management ol 
the public finances—forgetting that 
the last three years he was in po ver he 
had deficits amounting to nearly $6,- 
000,000,

It will be remembered 
that during the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific the same objection 
was urged as against the Lake Super- 
jor section, and this portion of the rail- 
way has proved to be particularly re- 
munerative. The same will be true of 
the portion of the N. T. Railway which 
runs northerly through Quebec pro- 
vince. Thisis a mineral section of 
country with known but undetermined 
and undeveloped wealth which tbe 
railway will make available. 

Mr. Fielding made a reference to the 
assistance given the Canadian Pacific 
Railway by the Conservative Govern- 
ment, among other things that the 
company was given $25,000,000 in 
cash and 26,000,000 acres of land—ex- 
pressing the opinion that had the'Gov- 
ernment given the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic 26,000,000 acres of land there would 
have been no difficulty about ;devising 
a scheme to build the road without 
adding to the public debt of Qanada. 


How Economy was Practised. 

Alluding to the economy practised 
by the Government for the coming 
year Mr. Fielding stated that the esti- 
mates for 1908 09 amounted to $133,- 
071,233, while those for the year just 
entered upon amount to $110,489,774, 
being $22,581,458 less than last year. 
This point should not be overlooked 
because the Government has been 
charged with extravagance, aud this 
is good evidence that the charge will 
not hold. 


Net Debt of Canada. 


The net debt of Canada on 31 March, 
1909, was $323,960,859. The net in- 
crease in the public debt since 1896 
amounts to $65,463,427. The National 
Transcontinental is responsible for 
$52,574,131 of this—outside of the re- 
quirements for the N. T. Railway, the 
net increaseof the public debt since 
1896 is only $12,889,295. 

In this connection it might be stated 
that per capita debt in 1896 was $50 82 
and in 1909 it is only $45.72. Another 
way of loOking at this is, that taking 
the amount of interest paid yearly on 
the public debt in 1896, it was $1.79 
per head, and in 1909 it is only $1.33 
per head, In other words, while the 
Government bas been developing the 
country the interest burden is less to- 
day per capita than it was when they 
came into power 

Mr. Fielding looked hopefully to the 
future and predicted a rising revenue 
from this time forward, and he hoped 
that any borrowing on capital account 
would be limited to the needs of the 
National Transcontinental Railway. 


What Mr. FoS8ter Said. 


Mr. Foster replied to Mr. Fieldiog 
and without being understood as stat: 
ing the cese prejudicially Mr. Foster’s 
criticisms were mostly without any 
point. Tbe following is a summary : 

He stated that no good résulis hai 
accrued from the French treaty —for- 
getting that the French treaty as 
amended by the French Senate bad io 
be submitted to the House before it be- 
came law, therefore it could not be 
operative pow one way or the other.

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THE MIRAGE. 


Conditions That Make Possible This 
Beautiful Illusion. 

About that natural phenomenon, the 
mirage, much mystery clung in days 
of old, but science explains it as read- 
ily as the rainbow. 

The fata morgana of the strait of 
Messina and the specter of the Brock-

than mere mirage. 
A mirage may occur at any place 
where the denser stratum of air is 


' placed above the lighter stratum, thus

refracting the rays of light, the com 
mon surface of the two stratums act- 
ing as a mirror. 

In looming mirages distant objects 
show an extravagant increase In ver- 
tical height without atteration in 
breadth. Distant hummocks of ice are 
thus magnified into immense towers 
and pinnackes, and a ship ts sometimes 
abnormally drawn out undil it appears 
twelve or thirteen times as high as ii 
is long. Rocks are seen drawn up to 
ten or twelve times thefr proper 
height. Houses as well as human be- 
ings and animals appear fn Mke exrg- 
gerated shape. 

Another form of mirage ts when a 
ship or some other object near the 
water seems greatly elongated and # 
second inverted image meets it from 
abo¥e. 

Sometimes the proper image of the 
object is elevated far above the sea, 
while the second image strangely ap- 
pears inverted beneath it, the whole 
surrounded by a sheet of sky which is 
mirrored and repeated within it, 

In 1882 in the arctic region Captain 
Scoresby recognized by its inverted 
image in the air his father’s ship, the 
Fame, which afterward proved to be 
seventeen miles beyond the visible ho- 
rizon of his observation. 

One August evening in 1806 Dr. 
Vince saw from Ramsgate, at whieh 
place only the tops of Dover castle 
towers are usually visible, the whole 
of the castle. It appeared as though 
lifted up and bodily placed on the near 
side of the intervening hill. So per- 
fect was this illusion that the hill it- 
self actually could not be seen through 
the figure. 

Some forms of mirage are lateral as 
well as vertfeal, arising from unequal 
density of two contiguous vertical bod- 
ics of air. Thus on Lake Geneva a 
boat has been seen double, the two 
images some distance apart. 

Persons have been duplicated in the 
same way. Any one on a hot day by 
placing .his eye near to a heated wall 
may see lateral mirages of objects at 
a distance and nearly on a line with 
the wall, 

Mirages are very frequent on des- 
erts or the large sandy plains which 
ubound im the southwestern states and 
territories. Many a panting wagon 
train has pushed on in joyous haste 
at the sight of a green grove or limpid 
lake, only to be cruelly disappointed at 
the fading away of the vision. Is ll 
wonder that the natives and In 
dians regard the phenomenon as the 
work ‘of evil and tantalizing spirits? 

Lake Ontario is famous for beaut 
ful and wonderful mirages, during 
which the opposite shore of the lake 
is plainly visible from either side.—
